iron picked up and shipped in is money 
for the company, and the road should 
be kept cleaned up at fll times and 
scrap shipped in once a month. There 
is nothing that look* so bad as to see 
a whole lot of scrap iron sticking up 
through cinder piles and other rubbish 
around the yards and on line of road.
